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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants argue that the prior art of 
Winkelman, already of record, does not teach or fairly suggest the limitation of "a normalizing function normalizing a feature quantity of 
an image through conducting a range transformation with allows the feature quantity of the image to be distributed over a whole range. 
Examiners disagrees, in the sense of the broadest reasonable interpretation of the limitation, Winkelman does disclose the feature in 
column 8, line 39 - column 9, line 11. Winkelman discloses normalizing a feature quantity of input images, by converting/calibrating the 
input color values into color values of the selected communication color space. The conversion comprises of range transformation, 
wherein the original range of values is now transformed in to a different range of values, and this allows the feature quantity to be 
distributed over the whole range of the new color space. 
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
